Tuat geno- 
tleman promised that the utilities 
would effect the reforms lo financlag 
that Mr. Roosevelt bas called for, 
and then requested that the govern 
ment join with the Institute ion a 
suit to test the constitutionallty of 
the Tennessee Valley authority. 

In the memorlal he handed to the 
President, Mr. MeCarter gave it aa 
his own opinion that the govern- 
ment in the TVA experiment is ex- 
ceeding ita constitutional powers 
and Lofringing the sovereign rights 
of the state, He cited the Joint opin- 
lou of Newton DB. Baker, Denvwerat, 
and James M. Beck, Republican, 
that TVA is uzconstitutional and 
the “similar conclusion” of United 
States Judge W. L Grubb In a re 
cent decision, . 

Mr. Roosevelt turped the memo- 
ria) over to Frank R, McNinch,

chairman of the federal pewer com- 
misslun, and he and his aids speed- 
lly prepared a sharp reply rejecting 
the proposal of co-operation in car- 
tying the matter to the Supreme 
court. 


“In all the history of the Amer- 
Ican people," it said, “oo paraliel 
for such a ptopesal can be found, 
... The call ls pot for the govera- 
ment to halt, but for the Industry 
te catch step and move forward 
along progressive lines.” 

“The Edison Electric Institute 
has, of course,” It continued, “a le 
gal right to prowote litigation to 
test the nct creating the Tennessee 
Valley authority or any other stat- 
ute, but it will make no substantial 
progress toward placing the indus- 
try on a sound aad permanent basis 
until {t cleans its own house, re 
duces excesslye rates to consumers 
and eliminates the malpractice and 
sbusea which are responsible for 
ita present condition.” 

Attacking McCarter's contention 
that rates are reasonable, Mr. Me- 
Nioch sald Cuoadiane pay on aa 
average 21-5 cents for a Kilowatt 
bour, while Americana pay 544 
cents. He sald the Canadian tigurea 
cover public aud private plaats, the 
latter supplying “46 per cent of the 
consumers.” 

“It is the purpose of the adminis 


tration.” he set ferth, “to narrow | 


this excessive gap between what the 
consumer pays for electricity In thie 
country aod what Canada bas 
proved it can be wenerated and gold 
for. This program does not Involve 
elther ‘destructtve competition or 
strangulation,’ ” 

R. HUGH S, MAGILL. president 

of the American Federation of 
Utiity Investors, entered the utility 
controversy with a het attack an the 
federal trade commission, charging 
that it Is throwing ont a smoke 
ecreen to befes the public mind Ip 
its desire to win upproval for tha 
entry of the federal government Ln- 
to tbe electric light and power busl- 
fess throuch such efforts as the 
Tennessee Vahey authority. 

The smoke screen, be declared, 
wag the pronouncement of the com- 
tmission to the effect that publie util- 
Ity compuntes tad boosted orede 
presalon prices In a market In which 
Investors afierward lost millions of 
dollars. 

“The clamor for tha government 
to enter private enterprise.” sald 
Doctor Magill}, “enjoys the spon- 
sorship Orst of the Communista who 
have no regard for private property, 
gecond of these influenced by so 
clallstic propaganda to belleve tbat 
the production of electric power on- 
der goreriment ownership would 
be Ip the interest of public welfare, 
and lastly of the spollemen 1p poll 
tiea who age the tremendous oppor- 
tunities such a system would offer 
for ndded power and polltcal 
spoils.”

in “unexplained motor accidents” and 
deaths resulting from carbon monox- 
ide gas. : 

Carbon monoxide ia always present 
in automobile exhaust fumes. If a 
motor is not functioning properly. the 
gas is present in extremely dangerous 
quantities. In a recent survey, made 
in seven large cities, more than 57 per 
cent of the motorists queried had ex- 
pecienced at some time or another 
some symptoms of this deadly gas. 

In 1933, there were more than 800,- 
Q00 persons injured in reported acci- 
dents. Of the cars invoived, 80 per 
cent were without known faults in 
steering, braking, signalling and vision 
equipment. meurarce companies 
atudying these accidents found that 
29 per cent of the drivers of these cars 
had no mental or physical defects prior 
to the accident. The obvious deduc- 


accidents occur tocars that are in 
condition and in the hands of motorists 
who apparently are physically fit, It 
is obvious that there is some reason 
for the faculties of the deivers become 
ing impaired while driving. That 
treason, in the opinion of com- 
misions and health a bs 
carbon monoxide, 

This reason is furthér borne out by 
scientific exhaust gas analyses on foore 
than 300,000 cars. Engineers of 
Cities Service Oil Company who cone 
ducted the tests found that 90 per 
cent of the care were discharging large 
quantities of carbon monoxide. 

In addition to the obvious safeguard 
of never starting a car in a closed 
garage, motorists are urged to make 
Sure that a window of the car 1s airways 
open. On extended drives it is aleo 
advisable to stop every hour for a Bve- 
minute breather.”

D. SHOPPENAGONS PASSES 
; AWAY - 


Chippewa Indian Over 100 Yeare 
ld 


Christmas night sbout seven 
o’clock when the social life of 
our citizens was being enjoyed to 
the full, there passed away from 
his humble home on the AuSable 
@ man, who because of his race, 
his great age and vigor of manly 
atrength, and by reason of his 
unique personality, was one of the 
best known characters in northern 
Michigan. ; , 

Very littie is known of the early 
life of David Shoppenagons ex- 
cept that he was a Chippewa 
Indian, that he spent the most of 
hie life in the Saginaw valley and 
vicinity until] he came to Gray- 


ling early in the “seventies.” 
He ts reputed to have been at 


one time a chief of his tribe, 
though we do not know that Shop- 
penagons himself claimed that dis. 
tinction. It is generally believed, 
however, that he was in his prime 
& medicine man, a term among 
the aborigines supposed to ¢om- 
bine the function of a physician 
with that of a prophet, tho we do 
Tot know that Shoppenagons 
claimed to possess the prophetic 
gift. 

That hé Was an Indian of more 
than ordinary intelligence and in- 
fitence among his tribe there is 
ho question, Had he been educat- 
ed as were George Copway and 
Peter Jones, historians of * the 
Chippewas, undoubtedly he would 
have been a man of mark. 

His long life in the Saginaw 
valley covers more years than the 
history of Michigan as a state and 
separate territory. 

If the most congervative estim- 
ate of his age be true he must 
have been a boy of three years ola 
when General Lewis Cass met the 
Chippewa tribe in council fire on 
the banks of the Saginaw in 
1820, at a point on the west side 
where the court house now stands. 
If the less conservative estimate 
be true, then he was a boy in his 
teens and must have known some- 
thing of the grave topics discus- 
sed by his tribe with the govern- 
ment in that historic council, 

Shoppenagons had a_ history 
which he might have told, but his 
familiar acquaintances of Gray- 
ling knew nothing of it. He chose 
to keep bis own council, and thus 
died with him tales of pioneer 
adventure, perchance which would 
have rivaled the romance of 
“Leather Stocking Tales,” or “The 
Last of the Mohicans.”, 

Shoppenagons, tho born in the 
faith of the Chippewas, became 5 
believer in the Christian religion 
and, as we believe in the faith of 
Jesus. 

Shoppenagons was a great hunt- 
er and trapper and was known to 
be an excellent marksman. It is 


- believed that he has shot thous- 


ands of deer and many dear, 


wolves, and elk. He wae also 
familiar with practically every 
stream between Saginaw and 


Mackinaw. Many wonderful tales 
of his exploits are told around 
here.

(a) INTRODUCTION TO COOKING 
(>) SAUCES FOR MEAT, FOWL, FISH 


Jn twelve separate lessons, each one devoted to its 
own special topic, I am going to teach beginners how 
to become good cooks, 

Gan it be done? I believe so. Most women, and all 
little girls, like to cook. Most women like to know the 
easy and sure way to do things—and they like to under- 
stand why it is that one method is better than another, 
or just why a certain small point mey make a differ- 
ence between succesa and failure, 

‘m twelve carefully planned lessons, 1 think [ can 
help you. But first you must want to know. And when 
you study a leason, you must put it to practical use; 
make dishes that will illustrate the goinss in the lesson; 
see for yourself juat how things work out, and why. 

if you make a dish that is not satiafactory—look up 
your lesson on that subject; read it through; perhaps 
you will find the exact reason why you are not getting 
the results you would like, Maybe it’s a matter of the 
proportion of your ingredients; or something in the 
Way you mix them; or the actual cooking, 

Did you ever realize that to be a good cook, in fact 
to enjoy quite a reputation, one need not be able to 
make a very great variety of dishes? Nor any very 
difficult ones? But to be able to cook the foods of 
every day so as to nmke the most of simple things— 
this 19 the rea] founation that every good cook should 
have. ; 

This course of lessons ig planned for the beginner 
or tor the uncertain “took, for the young girl whose 
nyother would like her to “otart rignt,” for the busi- 
hess girl whe has not yet kept house, for the home- 
maker herself who is dissatisned with her cooking— 
never sure whether s dish is going to turn out well or ul. 

At will deal with simple things. Each lesson will have 
its explanations—and some recipes to show: how the 
advice works out. ‘Lhen, when you want to go a little 
farther, have more examples of each type of dish, you 
will find more recipes of each kind in tne various little 
pooks of the new Easy-Way Semmes, You wili find in 
those books, how to carry on the simple foundations of 
cookery {as 1 shal! teach them in these lessons}—how 
to apply them to dishes that are little more complicated. 

‘Lhere will be help for your entertaining—tor those 
charming yet easily given parties that make modern 
kospitaliuyy so deligndul, “Planning The Party” and 
“Tbe Easy-Way Cake Book” will botn aid you. 

There will be information about the wise buying and 
the clever choosing of foods—about planning meals for 
all cecasions. We cannot make bricks without straw— 
that was proved away back in Bible days. We cannot 
cook without having the right hund. of ingredients— 
which means that we must know something about tne 
food materials we buy. i hope every student who fol- 
lows this: vourse will be sure to get the little book on 
“Marketing and Meal Planning’’——-it will tell you just 
the things you want to know about choosing foeda and 
comparing values. 

Besides materials, We need certain equipment, Al! 
through these lessons 1 will indicate at times some of 
the littie tools and gadgets that will help you to get 
good results. Be as good to yourself as you can, in 
some of these small matters—ior they can have big 
results, 

Don’t try to get along without proper measuring 
utensils—whatever else you may have to do without. 
They cost only a few cents—and they will prevent many 
losses. All of the recipes in these lessons and in the new 
Easy-Way books are based on measurements made with 
a regulation eight-ounce measuring cup and a set of 
aluminum measuring spoons, graded from % teaspoon 
to 1 tablespoon. Probably 30¢ al) told will buy them— 
but they’re worth their weight in precious metal. 

How to Measure 

It is understood in all standard recipes, 
measurements are level. 

To measure a light, dry ingredient, it should be well 
dtirred up, then measured level with the im of a cup 
which has its “cupful” mark right at the brim. 

Fine powdery substances have a tendency to “pack” 
in their container, or into a cup if we used it to “scoop 
jout” the material. So not only do we loosen the mass 
weil, but we fill the measuring cup lightly with a spoon, 
heap it a little—then with the straight edge of a spatula 
or knife we “cut off its head” at the rim of the cup. 

in the same way we level off the measuring spoon 
that we have lightly filled with baking powder, salt or 
soda, for instance. 

And now for a very important point: 

Flour, which has a very great tendency to pack close- 
ly, muat be sifted once before measuring. 

When we measure liquid, the measuring cup (which 
is usually marked in quarters on one side and thirds on 
ithe other) should be set on the table and filled to the 
required mark. For your convenience let me say that 
a measuring cup for liquids is better to have some extra 
height, so that its “cupful” mark is placed below the 
rim; then it will net overffow when a cupful is measur- 
ed. This kind, however, is not as goad for dry ingredi- 
ents. kt is a great convenience te have a cup of each 
kind—speeds up your work, too. 

Liquid fat is measured the same as any other liguid, 
but there is a special method for measuring solid fata, 
such as butter, lard, etc. To measure half a cupful, put 
one half cupful of cold water in your cup—then drop 
in pieces of shortening until, with all the shortening 
beneath the water level, the water just reaches the 
“eupful” mark. Drain fat and dry it on absorbent paper. 
To measure % cup shortening, start with % cup water, 
and so on. Even to measure a cupful it is easier ta re 
peat a half-cup measurement by this method, than to 
solidly pack your cup with fat and scoop it out. To 
measure fat by the spoonful, scoop it up in the spoon, 
press firmly into the bowl of the spoon with your spatula 
or knife, then level it off with a straight knife-edge, 

We Measure Heat, Too 

Very often, it is just as important to cook food at a 
certain temperature, as it is to put the right ingredients 
into & mixture, 

The only way to be sure about your heat measure- 
ment is to use a thermometer. If you have a modern 
range, you probably have at least a fairly ther- 
mometer on it, perhaps an excellent one. ometimes

tempersture, good thermome- 
ter built into your range, you find great comfort in 
having a little easel-thermoneter that you can set right 
in om your buking rack. A good one may be had tor 
little money—and it will be a tremendous help to you 
in all your oven cookery. ; 

A really good modern range will have a good heat 
indicator. The moat helpful oven is, of course, the one 
with an beat control, which holds your oven 
indefinitely at the temperature for which you set it. 

Por sauce- eaokery, there iz another useful ther- 
Taometer, It a panel back, with » clip to go over 
the edge of the — This helps you to make 
boiled iclngs exactly right—candies, too, if you are in- 
terested. It is also a great aid in deep-fat frying, for 
most of the failures in making doughnuts, croquettes, 
ete., are due to having fat at the wrong temperature. 

Cooking Temperatures 
. We apeak usually of four degrees of oven beat: 
Siow-~260 Jagrees to 325 degrees F. 
Moderate-——250 degrees to 375 degrees F. 
Hot—400 degrees to 450 degrees F. 
Very Hot—Above 460 degrees F. 
Testing Heat Without Thermometer 

If you have oo thermeonneter to indicate your oven 
heats, spread some flour on a baking sheel, and note the 
time 1t requires to change color im the oven. 

In @ siow oven (xvi degrees I. to 525 degrees F.} 
flour will brown delicately in 5 minutes, in a mouerate 
even (300 degreea F', to 375 degrees é'.) Now will turn 
golden brown in 6 minutes. In a hot oven (400 degrees 
KL to 460 degrees }’.) flour will turn dark brown in 5 
mainutes. In a very hot oven (above 450 uegrees I.) 
flour wil] turn dark brown in 3 minutes or less, if tem 
DPerature is very high.

(b>) SAUCES £OR MEAT, FOWL, FISK 

Now, uf you have grasped these points—important 
@ll through our lessons—let us start our first acwai 
cookery. 

Ne person can be considered even a fair cook until 
she can make several types of sauce, with certainty and 
# reasonable ease and speed. 

A very few foundation sauces should be mastered 
first. ‘lnen, with simpie additions or changes, you can 
make a score or sauces from them. 

_ Most of ‘our sauces are thickened with either a starchy 
ingredient, or egga, or both. | am going to show you 
how to use both--and get a perfect sauce every time. 

4 _ These Savory Sauces 
_ The principal thing that we need to know about mak- 
ing sauce is how to have it always absolutely smooth and 
tree trom lumps. When We employ a starchy tnickener 
(flour, cornstarch, etc.), we must rementwer that there 
is a tendency for all starch grains, if they are given an 
opportumty, to group themselves twogether—and if they 
are successful in doing that, the result is a emall lump. 
The way these Jumps increase in number, once they get 
started, is an astonishing thing! So we combine our flour 
or other starchy material so ag to separate all the littie 
starch grains until they have had a chance to burst, and 
in doing so, to thicken the liquid. ‘here are two ways 
to blend in such thickening for the savory sauce. 

Starchy Thickening 

First Meth°d—if your recipe calls for nearly as much 
fat <it may be butter, dripping, oil, etc.) as there is flour 
in any sauce of the white or brown or similar type (the 
simple kinds for which flour is our most useful thicken- 
ening agent), you will find this method excellent. 

Melt the fat, remove pan from Hre, blend in the flour 
by rubbing it into the fat with a wooden spoon (a handy 
small one you wil] Like for such purposes); very graaual- 
ly stir in your liquid, hot or cold (hot thickens sooner}; 
return to heat and stir constantly until mixture thickens 
smoothly. Remember that you must not stop stirring 
for a moment during this stage—for the starchy grains 
are quick to take advantage of a few seconds’ stillness 
and you will find them massing at the bottom; lumping 
and even burning if not stirred continuously. ‘This 
method will give you the basis for a good many sauces 
and gravies which are finished in various ways. 

Second Method—-Where the amount of fat to be used 
is much lesa than the amount of starchy material, fol- 
low this method: 

Measure the prescribed amount of flour and the 
seasonings into a cup or small bowl, and stir into it very 
gradually some cold liquid, usually water or milk. Add 
liquid until you have gradually thinned the mixture to 
pouring consistency. Bring the main liquid for the recipe 
to sealding point and then very gradually stir the thin- 
ned flour into it Cook and stir constantly without ceas- 
ing umtil the mixture is smoothly thickened. Stir in the 

rat. 
Eggs as Thickening 

Third Method—Applying only to sweet sauces—mixes 
sugar and starch, first, and will be covered in Lesson 2. 

Eggs enter, as at least the partiaj thickening agent, 
into the making of many sauces, The method is usually 
as follows: 

Make the sauce by either of the foregoing methods— 
there wil) probably be a smailer propertion of flour need- 


ed to the Hquid, because the eggs will provide their 
quota of thickening—and of course, in some instances, 
the egg will supply all the thickening. As too long 


cooking would curdle the egg, it is added immediately 
before removing from heat. The emuce, finished up to 
the point of adding the egg, is kept hot in a double bell: 
er. The egg yolk or whole egg, a3 the case may be, is 
beaten slightly or according to special instructions, then 
(here is the real point)—the hot mixture is slowly stirred 
into the egg: never is the egg added to the hot mixture, 
for that would be too much sudden heat for the egg and 
would cause it to ‘set in tiny hard particles, The mixture 
is returned to heat and stirred a few moments to thicken 
the egg. 
Useful Foundations 

We have two sauces that we use as a basis for almost 
all savory sauces—white sauce and brown sauce; another 
useful stan which really gives a foundation for a 
number of other sauces—a tomato sauce—is in a way 
a subdivision of the brown sauce, With these three at 
your command, and a thorough understanding of just

Aud tne tat, bit by bit, and seasonings, Al- 
thougn for the sake of speed you may preter at times to 
Make your thinner sauces over direct neat, giving them 
closest attention, I strongly advise against the attempt 
with a thick sauce because of greater danger of lumping 
and scorching. 

Ths metnod should be followed for less thick sauce 
also, when appreciably less butter than flour is being used. 
FOLNDATION BROWN SAUCE 

We use this sauce often, in fact, whenever we make 
gravy in our roasting pam ‘The liquid used for it ie 
usuatly a good brown meat stock. Lt you have no stock 
on hand and are using the well-browned sediment you 
have in your pan after roasting or sauteing meat, you 
will have t tail back on boiling water—in which case 
a Hitle meat or vegetable extract wil] certainly add rich-* 
hess and Mavor. lt is a good plan to keep these on hand 
tor use in emergencies, and as a short-cut. Vegetable 
stock of good flavor is also excellent—-and provides valu- 
able minerals as well as flavor. 

in the quantities { am about to give you for your 
basic brown sauce, you Will note that the proportion of 
four is increased beyond that usually used to get sauce 
of the same medium thickness. This is becauze when we 
brown flour, it loses some of its thickening value, atd 
because this is so, we are easily able to blend browned 
flour and fat together in these proportions without 


lumping. 
' 2 tablespoons fat 1 cup brown stock 

8 tablespoons flour 4 teaspoon salt 

1% teaspoon pepper 

Melt the fat—if you are partial to a touch of onion 
flavor, about one tablespoon minced onion may be cooked 
in the fat and then either removed or left, as you prefer; 
a little chopped green pepper, when available, also adds 
to the flavor, If it is fat in your roasting or frying pan 
that you are using, pour off the extra fat very gently, 
go as to leave all the rich brown sediment. 

Btend the flour into the fat, working it weil with your 
spoon to avoid lumping; brown richly but do not burn; 
Temove from heat, stir in the hot liquid very gradually, 
and cook, stirring, until] smoothly thickened. Season, add 
interest with Worcestershire sauce, onion juice, tomato 
or mushroom catsup, your favorite herbs, any vegetable 
flavoring (perhaps you will use vegetable stock ag your 
liquid), green peppers, gravy, salt and so forth. 

Milk Gravy 

With roast chicken, turkey or veal, and perhaps with 
pork tenderloin, veal chops; etc., cocked either in the oven 
or the frying pan, a milk gravy is very delicate and ap- 
propriate. ke it just the same as the brown sauce 
(which we follow when we make brown gravy in the 
roasting pan}—but use milk instead of water, and season 
suitably.

amount in feed atone, to say 
nething of the better performance 
of the animals. Farmers who have 
hot signed up still have time to 
do 89.
